Orly Three Ballots Taken 
Yesterday. 


WITHOUT MUCH CHANGE. 


A Scene of Wild Confusion 
at Night. 


BOB INGERSOLL’S MISTAKE 


In Alluding to His Preference for 
Gresham.

Curcago, June 22.—One of the most re- 
maarkalle and thrilling scenes ever enacted in 
any great gathering occurred tonight in tho 
republican convention. The convention as- 
sembled at7 o’clock for an evening session, 
and immediately on being called to order, Mr. 
Depew aroseand withdrew his name as a presi- 
dential candidate. General Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, who had placed Sherman’s 
name before the convention, then moved an 
adjournment, which was carried by a call of 
the states, andthe significance of which is 
treated below. 

Bob Ingersoll was seated on the platform, 
near the chairman,and the great audience, 
secing that adjournment was certain, began 
to cali on him for a speech. 

A REMARKABLE TESTIMONIAL 
to the esteem in which he was held by the au- 
dience was showninthe action of the great 
throng in remaining perfectly quiet after the 
chairman had announced the convention ad- 
journed. 

Calis for Ingersoll became general, and as he 
arose and faced the audience it seemed as if it 
would lose its self-possession in the enthusi- 
asm of the greeting extended him. Then he 
began his speech. It wagafter the heart of 
his hearers, and the more he spoke the more 
enthusiastic became his hearers. He was in 
one of his happiest moods and held his audi- 
ence enraptured by the magnificence of his el- 
oquence. His beautifally rounded periods were 
gems in oratory, and his ringing voice and dis- 
tinguished bearing made him an ideal speaker. 

After flaunting the bloody shirt and attack 
ing the democratic administration, he pro- 
eceded to tell why he was a republican, in 
which his eloquence was as grand as his argu- 
ment fallacious. Butthe audience was with 
him, and the mental giant wielded it as a play- 
thing inhis hands. But the 

SPELL WAS BROKEN, 
and in an instant, in an unfortunate moment, 
he forgot himself, and was hurled headlong 
from the pinnacle of popularity to which he 
had lifted himseif. 

In a flight of eloguence he avowed. that he 
was for Walter ©. Gresham as the man who 
could best lead the party on to victory. The 
effect was instantaneous. He had made a ter- 
rible mistake, and he saw it. Every person in 
the immense audience that was not for 
Gresham felt that Ingersoll had taken an un- 
due advantage. They arose to ther fect in in- 
dignation and showed their disgust in the most 
vigorous manner, 

Cries of “‘outrage,”’ “‘shame,’’ “‘infamous,”’ 
filled the great hall, and the speaker was de- 
nounced as heartily as he had but a moment 
before been applauded. Those for Gresham 
‘cheered vociferously, but of the delegates only 
Illinois and Minnesota joined in the Gresham 
rally. The others sat in silence. For ten 
minutes the scene was one of the wildest con- 
fusion. Some in the audiénce 

SHOOK THEIR CLINCHED FISTS 
at Ingersoll, who rested his hand on the chair- 
sgnan’s desk, and looked at the scene which he 
had created. The anger of the dissatisfied 
friends in ,the galleries of other candidates 
soon spread among the delegates. The Ohio- 
ans arose to their feet and engaged in a debate 
of evident intensity among themselves, Oth- 
ers did likewise. Suddenly a majority of the 
New York delegates arose, hats aud hand, and 
left the hall. Ohio followed suit, in then a 
stream of delegates began to flow out. 

Ingersoll still looked son, and once or twice 
started to speak, but at the slightest evidence 
that he was about to do so, the audience went 
into the wildest confusion. Hisses filled the 
air, indignant rebukes were hurled at him 
from all parts of the hall. It was apparent 
that he could not proceed. Fred Douglass, 


who was on the platform, seized the gavel 


@hich the chairman had left when he left the 
chair, and began to rap and say something, 
which nobody understood. He spoke to Inger- 
soll, after shaking the latter’s hand, and the 
latter then turned and sat down. 

FRED DOUGLASS TAKES CHARGE. 

Buteven this did not quell the tempest, 
which lasted in all over ten solid minutes. 
After awhile things again quieted and Doug- 
lass took charge of the crowd, by common con- 
gent. He called up two or three speakers of his 
own selection, one of whom reciied;‘Sheridan’s 
Ride,” after a most dramatic fashion. But 
then, this was too tame after the Ingersoll ex- 
citement and the audience dispersed with the 
unanimous verdict that Ingersoll had played 
the devil with himself and Gresham too. 

SHERMAN MEN DISAPPOINTED. 

This morning’s balloting developed the fact 
that Sherman was not as strong as his friends 
thought he was. They counted on reaching 
350 votes, and bad no idea that it would be less 
than 300. Thev were startled when the first 
ballot credited them with only 229, and saw at 
once that they were in a bad fix. Of his vote 


over a hundred came from the south, leaving. 


but a little overa hundred from all other sec- 
tions. This proved a thunderbolt to Sherman’s 
prospects, and it became the general comment 
thatthe Sherman game was up. There wasa 
very strong under current against Sherman 
among the eastern and Pacific states delegates 
inspired by the belief that he would makea 
weak leader. 

Gresham’s strength received the enthusiastic 
commendation of the galleries and was larger 
than expected, while Depew, Alger, Allison 
and Harrison averaged the estimates which 
had been made for them. 

FYITLER’S NAME WITHDRAWN. 


The field became a little clearer for the sec- 


ond ballot. Editor Charles Emory Smith 
withdrew Mayor Fitler, of Philadelphia, but 
it is understood that he stood by him as long 
@8 contracted for to give him control of the 
city patronago. Nearly allof the Philadelphia 


delegates went to Shermas, which, with a 
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slight increare from other quarters, gave him 
twenty more votes than he got on the first 
ballot. 

Alger jumped from 74 to 113 and Gresham 
lost six. This gavethe Alger men a chance 
to display their enthusiasm, and they could 
not have made much more noise if their man 
had been nominated. 

The third ballot dropped Sherman back to 
244 and gave Algersix more, while it showed 
Gresham to be nine votes stronger than his 
first vote. Harrison and Allison pegged along 
in a dog trot anid neither lost nor gained enough 
to be noticeable. 

ENTHUSIASM FOR BLAINE. 

Blaine’s name run through the balloting 
from the first. California having announced 
its sixteen votes for him, when first called, it 
was the spark to the inflammable tinder of 
popularity which Blaine seems to have in the 
convention. A how! of applause started from 
California and extended to Maine. The spec- 
tators took possession of the assemblage and 
started to runit tosuitthemselves. The chair- 
man’s gavel was powerless to check the cheers 
that filled the hall. The people wanted to ap- 
pland California’s selection, and did so. The 
coifusion and cheering lasted for five minutes, 


_and then the clerk resumed the call of the 


States. 
POLLING THE DELEGATIONS. 

A featnre of the balloting was'the frequent 
call by some obstreperous member of a delega- 
tion for the vote of a state by delegates. Some 
of the chairmen must have been in bad repute 
with their colleagues, for several of them were 
not subjected with, notably with South Caro- 
lina and Virginia. Every time Virginia was 
reached, Johnny Wise would rise and ask for 
apoll. The Wise delegates were not willing 
to trust Mahone, and vice versa. Both of 
those worthies yoted for Sherman, however, 
on the first ballot, though Wise went to Gresh- 
amon the next ballot. It will be observed 
that there is not a very high sense of honor in 
this convention of patriots. 

WHAT ADJOURNMENT MEANS. 

The sudden adjournment tonight was a sur- 
prise, and was hrought about by the with- 
drawal of Depew. When General Hastings 
moved to adjourn so shortly after convening, 
everybody expected that the Shermanites were 
up toatrick. The galleries were against ad- 
journment and showed their sentiment in vig- 
orously protesting, but it was of no avail. It 
soon developed that the Shermanites were‘not 
the only ones that wanted to adjourn. The 
Blaine men were solid for it. Indeed this has 
been .their programme throughout the con- 
vention. <All of the recognized Blaine 
states were for andjournment, © and 
it was this which carried the point. It simply 
meant that both sides wanted the vote of New 
York and that they wanted a night to get it, 
and it looks at midnight asif Blaine has gct 
the whole loaf. His managers have turned 
hisname loose and the hotels are wild over 
him and everybody believes that his name will 
be proposed tomorrow and that he will be the 
man to give the Sherman boom an effectual 
quietus. Though it is‘ Sherman against the 
field, Blaine included. CLARK HOWELL. 


REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


Why Adjournment Was Taken—Depew’s 
Withdrawal Threw New York to Harrison. 
Curcaco, June 22.—The sensation of the 

day was the withdrawal from the contest of 
Chauncey M. Depew, and the decision of the 
New York delegation to support ex-Scnater 
Harrison for president.. It has for some days 
been apparent that Depew could not hope for 
the nomination, and he has been feeling con- 
siderably chagrined that he should have been 
led into tho: mistake of allowing his name to 
be presented. After three ballotsin the first 
session of the convention today—ballots which 
in but small measure varied from the compli- 
mentary status—Depew reyuested the remain- 
ing three delegates-at-large from New York to 
meet him in counsel. To them he announced 
his decision toretire, and the four delegates 
and leaders at once endcavored to revive the 
original policy of the New York delegation 
and choose a man to receive, substantially, the 
solid support of the state. 

Senator Hiscock has been rather favorable 
to Allison; Platt has favored Alger; Miller 
has been a Sherman man; Depew has had no 
second choice, and the other three delegates 
acreed to cast their influence for the man whom 
Depew might name. 

Following out the Blaine programme, by 
which an cffort is first to be made to nominate 
Harrison, Depew selected the Indianian, and . 
after Depew had formally withdrawn, the New 
York delegation decided, by a vote of 65 to 7, 
to follow this leadership, Much excitement 
prevailed upon this decision becoming known, 
and Harrison’s nomination at the session was 
fully predicted. 

But while.the cup of victory appeared to be 
thus close to Harrison’s lips, political mancu- 
vers interfered and, for the time being atleast, 
dashed it away. Friends ofall the other can- 
didates united in forcing an adjournment, 
thus preventing balloting and at the same 
time forcing the Harrison combina- 
tion to show its strength. This tactical 
victory for the opposition established the fact 
that Harrison has not yet a majority of the 
convention, and that he can be beaten by 
another candidate upon whom a stronger com- 
bination may be centered. 

It issaid tenight that Mr. Quay, of Pennsyl- 
vania, favors Allison. He also likes Gresham, 
but hopeful and powerful efforts have been 
made to bring him into the Harrison combina- 
tion. Itis apparent that the programme of a 
number of friends of Blaine has been and is to 
prevent the making of any nomination, thus 
bringing in a deadlock and a possibility of 
Blaine. The programme, 2s outlined last night, 
was that early in the balloting Sherman was 
to have his chance for nomination, and failing, 
to fall back beaten. Then Harrison was to 
have his turn. 

When in today’s balloting Indiana, which 
Harrison’s managers had been claiming to be 
unanimous, gave Gresham one vote in the 
first ballot and two in the second and Gresham 
had a larger number of votes than Harrison, 
standing next to Sherman, the belief was gen- 
eral that Harrison had been defeated, as well 
as Sherman, and that Allison would be the 
next to be taken up. But Depew’s action gave 
an unexpected force to the Harrison move- 
ment. It is significant, however, that friends 
of Blaine in New England and other states 
yoted for adjournment, Maine, Arkansas and 
California, votibg “yea”? unanimously. This 
means that the influences closest to Blaine, 
excepting Elkins, do not intend to permit the 
nomination of Harrison if they can prevent it. 
The vote on adjournment shows that Harri 
son’s strength is about 275, and the question is 
can he get the 140 votes still needed. Twelve 
INinois delegates voted against adjournment, 
indicating that there is deflection from 
Gresham in this state, which shows itseli on 
tactical ballots rather than in open revoit. 
Wisconsin has joined the Harrison com- 
bination. ; 

At midnight dozens of conferences are being 
held in the hotels. Little will be 
known concerning their results until 
the convention meots in the morn- 
ing. ‘The suecess of tho~ Harrison move- 


ment depends largely upon the position which 
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| Senator Quay takes and his ability to carry 


the votes from Pennsylvania with him. Most 
of the Pennsylvania delegates are for Blaine, 
and as a distinctively Blaine state, have for 
the first time shown their hands boldly and 
that in opposition tothe Harrison combina- 
tion. The conviction is current that Harrison 
can not be nominated. 

The Ohio delegates held a meeting tonight 
and decided to stand toSherman until some 
member of the delegation demands a poll. 
This means that while the state is now a 
unit for Shermah, an individual preference 
may be exercised at any time. Doubt- 
less the votes will be cast for 
both Foraker and McKinley tomorrow, with a 
much better chance of attracting attention to 
the latter, who is singularly popular and who 
is much talked about tonight as a dark horse. 

The summing up of the situation is to the 
effect that Harrison has about an even chance 
towin. If Pennsylvania does not come to his 
assistance andthe Sherman strength of the 
south holds aloof, he will be defeated in a few 
ballots. Then Allisonis to be taken up, and 
ifhe cannot win, the nomination of Blaine 
may be expected probably aftera conference 
with representatives of the candidates. There 
are renewed rumors of authoritative expres- 
sions from Blaine of his willingness to accept. 
Unless Harrison should be nominate@ tomor* 
row morning the convention will probably set 
until Monday. Every delay increases the 


probability of Blaine’s nomination. 
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A REGULAR CIRCUS, 


Bob Ingersoll Disgusts the Delegates, Who 
Leave the Hall. 

Cricaao, June 22.—The republican national 
convention tonight, after three fruitless bal- 
lots, heard the greatest spokesman ever had by 
James G. Blaine, speak with all the might at 
his command against the man from Maine, 
and a babelensued. The proccedings in the 
great hall turned into a farce, so huge that it 
is doubtful if it ever had an equal. All lights 
in the auditorium were put out and the con- 
vention was in more than onesense completely 
in the dark, to help itself out as best it could. 
No less a person than Colonel R. G. Ingersoll 
was the speaker against Blaine. The speoch 
in its delivery and in its reception by the audi- 
ence was nothing short of magnificence, while 
the great orator confined himself to the theme 
of the republican party’s glory, but along with 
the cheers there were'signs of dissent from 
some delegates, and particularly the spectators, 
when he began to indicate plainly that there 
had beena change in his old choice for the 
presidency. This became very plain when 
Mr. Ingersoll advocated, with emphasis, a 
ticket composed of two soldiers, when he went 
further and mentioned for leader, Walter Q. 
Gresham. He got no further. 

Marvellous mixed shouts of ‘“Blaine,”’ 

‘Sherman,” ‘‘ Alger,” ‘‘Allison,’”’ ‘“‘Harrison,”’ 
arose in giant discord that made each compo- 
nent unrecognizable. Technically the conven- 
tion had adjourned before Ingersoll began 
speaking, but as a matterof fact noone had 
left the hall, every one wishing to hear such a 
celebrity. Now, many delegates, particularly 
those from Kansas, Maine, Ohio, Massachu- 
setts, Indiana and Pennsylvania, vacated their 
seats. A large banner, with.‘‘Blaine and pro- 
iection’’ en it, was lifted up from the seats of 
the California delegation and its exhibition 
was loudly cheered. Blaine was loudly 
cheered. 

Ingersoll looked on grimly at first and 
smiled, but finally withdrew, just as the Cali- 
fornians were rushing tothe platform one of 
their delegates, John Fitch, to answer for 
Blaine. Fred Douglass headed off Fitch and 
spoiled the tableaux effect by introducing, 
just in time, a_ stentor-voiced actor, who 
drowned all the confusion with the famous 
lines ot “Sheridan’s Ride.’’ Fitch’s oppor- 
tunity was gone and his speech was turned 
into ridicule. People in seores ran up near 
where he was speaking, wholly regardless of 
his presence and intent only on grabbing 
flowers and bits of decoration as relics. Then 
the lights went out and I*itch quit. 

In remarkable contrast to allthis was the 
speech of Chauncey M. Depew, only a few 
minutes before, withdrawing, with all the 
grace and force and good taste of the polished 
gentleman, his name from the list of candi- 
dates for the presidency, 

The greatest surprise of today, and one evi- 
dently much in Mr. Depew’s favor, is the fact 
that he gave no indication whatever of his de- 
sire, if it was possible, that he could not get 
the nomination himself, tosay to whom the 
nomination should go. Following is an ex- 
tract from Ingersoll’s speech: 

[regard thg success of the republican party as the 
most important thing forthe republic. In the next 
piace, no single man, whatever bis seryices may 
98; 0O gentleman, whatever his achievements have 
been; uo single man, whatever his capacity is, is of 
the slightest importatice compared with the success 
of the republican party. [Great applause and 
cheers.] Consequently the next ee is, whois 
the most.available man, other things being equal, 
[Cries for Gresham, Blaine. and other candidates, ] 
I do not care who you are for, or whol am for. The 
great qucstion is, and that question must be settled 
at the polls, not in a whirlwind of excitement, but 
after months of discussson, when the hurrah is out 
of your lungs and the sense is in your brains. 
{Applause and laughter. ] 

That question inust be settled by the most intelll- 
gent men under the flag, and when you can doa 
thing easily thereis no need of straining your- 
selves. [l].aughter. | ; 

I would like to see this convention rise to the 
dignity and the splendor of the occasion, and I be- 
lieve you will, I would like to see you put upon 
the next ticket two soldiers to save your country, 
{Great applause.} I would like to see two heroes 
pitted against two democrats. (Great applause.] I 
want two patriots agaipst two copperheads, [Great 
applause.] Then let the American people make 
their choice. Letthem say who they will have, 
and my idea is this, thata man who did not want 
to zo to Richmond during the war should not be 
sent to Washington. [Applause.] 

The great thing I want is success, not simply for 
the party, but for my country; and not simply for 
my country, but for principie, becatise I beiieve 
human liberty is more important than any country 
on the globe, [Great applause. }

EXCITING STRUGGLE 


To See Which Crowd Could Place Their 
Favorite’s Picture on the Highest Peint. 
Cuicaco, June 22.—Late last evening a 

Blaine procession marched into the rotunda of 
the Grand Pacific hotel with a band of music 
and hoisted their transparencies, The cheer- 
ing was tremendous—tin horns, flags, canes, 
umbrellas and hats helping on the general en- 
thusiasm. 

The Gresham processsion had returned to 
the hotel only a few minutes before, and some 
of the Gresham men did not relish the Blaine 
enthusiasm. They went to the Gresham 
rooms and brought out a couple of transpar- 
eneies used in the parade, and hoisted them to 
counteract the cheering for the man from 
Maine. The din now became frightful. The 
big rotunda was one solid mass of humanity, 
mep standing on chairs, lounges and wherever 
they could obtain foothold. Cheers for Blaine 
and counter cheers fer Gresham rent the air, 
until Clark stteet became impassable from 
crowds trying to get into the hotel. 
Hats were hoisted on canes and umbrellas 
and amid the din the old compaign shout of 
“Blaine, Blaine, James G. Blaine,’’ could be 
heard like the yell of a marching army. The 
sympathizers seemed tobe evenly divided, 
and when the Blaine noise faltered the Gres- 
bam men cheered like mad men. 

Suddenly aman carrying @ Blaine trans 


parency was hoisted on the shoulders of a 


group of enthusiasts, and from this eminence 


| he waved the name of the plumed knight. 


‘the highest. 
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The crowd went wild. Then the Gresham men 
did'the same, and for twenty minutes there 
Was tivalry to see which motto could be placed 
Men pulled off their coats, 
climbed on top of each other, amd waved the 
name of Blaine and Gresham within a few 
feet of each cther. If one motto fell it was 
grasped by a score of hands and sent aloft 
again. 

Finaily a Blaine man reached the capitol of 
the pillar. His banner was now the highest, 
but a Gresham fellow, more of a sailor, 
climbed up bis pillar to the projection above 
the capital and pushed his banner against the 
ceiling. The crowd went wild. He had 
mn when a pack of Blaine men set 
upon hinf,and in a second every vestige of 
linen was torn from the banner he carried. 

The Gresham men retaliated, and the 
Blaine banner was only saved by being rushed 
out through a cigar store. In the melee the 
partisans pounded one another iu the face, and 
several of the men were knocked to the floor. 
Policemen in vain tried to force the’r way 
through the denso crowd, but before they 
reached the combatants the struggle was overd 
In revenge, two Gresham men climbed up ant. 
fixed their favorite’s pictures on the highesa 
points of pillars and left them there. Such 
scene was never known in Chicago before. 

* Last night was the last oecasion many of the 
clubs”? had to shout for their favorite candi- 
dates and they made the most of it. Alger 
clubs paraded; Sherman forces were out and 
Gresham clubs repeated their tour of the prin- 
cipal streets with half a dezen bands and my- 
riads of torchlights. The principal Gresham 
demonstration was composed of a large num- 
ber of working men armed with tin dinner 
pails and spades who paraded, headed by the 
Topeka tlambeaux club. Blaine processions 
were not wauting either during the evening. 


COMMENCING THE WORK, 


How the Delcgates Came in—Three Eallots 
Taken. 

CHicaao, June 22.—The convention has 
reached that stage at which all interest in its 
proceedings culminates. The decks been 
cleared for action, and the battle royal is about 
to begin. What the first ballot will disclose is 
already known. The absorbing curiosity is to 
know what the third or fourtleor fifth ballot 
will show. Men who pull the wires have been 
up nearly all night and the air of the conven- 
tion hall, as it begins to fill, is full of rumors, 
theories and blind guesses. Sherman loomed 
up last night because of the great demonstra- 
tion which Fovaker’s second of General Hast- 
ings’ nomination of the Ohio senator’s name 
provoked, but there was a feeling in the city 
that Sherman would win today, and if he does 
not win today he cannot win at all. 

Yesterday’s demonstration is generally be- 
lieved to be more of a Foraker boom than the 
Sherman boost, but no one can separate the 
shouts for the senator from the enthusiasm for 
Foraker. 

Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, who was at 
work for Sherman until the smal! hours of the 
morning, comes into the convention hall with 
&@ weary and anxious air. The Pennsylvania 
delegation is hard to handle, and there have 
been stories current all the morning that the 
Harrison people have succeeded in making a 
strong impression there, and it isopenly boust- 
ed that Quay cannot hold his men for Sherman 
longer than three ballots, and that most of the 
Fiticr yote will go to Harrison after the first 
ballot, but with all the talk and chaiter and 
nods and winks of knowing ones, who think 
they have the straight tip. 

The convention meets with no new known 
quantity to solve the puzzling problet®Pefure 
it. Men whoare seeking to prevent a great 

slaine stampede at the start, but who are 
equally anxious to prevent the nomination of 
any other man, are watchful but nervons and 
anxious. They possess the sympathy and ata 
critical moment would have the support of 
Chairman Estee, whose voice nearly gave out 
yesterday in his efiorts to quell the pandemo- 
nium ‘which followed Foraker’s appearance. 

Delegates do not come in promptly. This 
was anticipated. They are being wrestled 
with, or are themselves engaged in missionary 
work, while leaders have been seeking to get 
together and upon some satisfactory 
ticket. 

A big floral emblem inscribed with the 
legend, ‘‘No rebel tlags surrendered while Lam 
governor,” which appeared along with the 
Sherman-Foraker demonstration of yesterday, 
has been removed from the convention hall 
stage, where it was placed yesterday. It may 
serve its purpose at some future time.

The 
pressure for admission to the hall on the cut- 
side is so great that its intinence can be felt in 
the auditorium room itself. Those who get in 
are excited over their efforts to get throug, 
the crowds and convince the doorkeepers that 
their tickets are ali right. 

There has been a row between the local com- 
mittee and sub-committee of the national com- 
mittee having charge of the tickets, and 
Chairman Clarkson, of the former, and Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Fitzsimmons have had an en- 
counter over the dispute in which it is asserted 
that blows were passed, 

Itis claimed that the galleries were packed 
yesterday. Managers of the hall are very sen- 
sitive naturally at anything which may look 
like special favoritism to any ofthe candi- 
dates. Sample copies of anew comic paper, 
containing a cartoon in which one of the can- 
didate’s face appeared, was distributed in the 
seats early this morning, but as soonas the 
character of its picture was discovered, they 
were all collected by the ushers and carried 
out of the hall. 

Chairman Estee’s desk was redecorated 
with cut flowers this morning, and is almost 
hidden behind wreaths of roses and begonias. 
The chairman wants to keep up his record and 
compel the convention to come to order on 
time, but as there isa good deal of confusion 
as eleven o’clock arrives it is doubtfui whether 
he will be able to do so. 

The convention misses the genial and here- 
tofore familiar face of Chauncey M. Depew, 
who does notcome in with the New Yorkers.

'CANDLER'S FINE WORK 


In Extracting the Fangs of the 
Internal Revenue Law, 


ARRESTS MADE UPON INFORMATION. 


Senator Sherman Awaiting the News From 
Chicago—Senator Hawley’s 

WasHINaton, June 22:—[{Special.]~—Two 
congressmen did a mighty clever, quiet pieee 
of workin the house today. In its way it 
gives a pretty hard blow to the Rtssian-like 
arbitrariness of the internal revenue laws. The 
sundry civil appropriation bill was under dis- 
cussion. Before that portion of the bill toueh- 
ing on United States marshals and their fees 
was reached, Mr. Candler said to Mr. John 
ston, of North Carolina, his chum in hostility 
to the internal revenue system: “I think we 
can work in an amendment when we reach the 
proper section to provide that hereafter no 
warrants shall be issued for violation of the 
internal revenue laws except on the sworn 
statement of the informant, and not upom 
inere information, as now.”’ 

Mr. Johnson agreed to offer the amendment 
if Candler would work around among the dem- 
ocrats so as to get sufticient votes to have it 
adopted. Pretty soon Mr. Candler was bob- 
bing around from one seat to another holding 
brief but earnest conversation with each meme 
ber he met. Theo republicans opposed the 
amendment, saying that ifit were adopted it 
would be almost impossible hereafter to make 
an arrest. The oppositionof the republicans 
went so far as to raise the point of no quorum. 
That point has been regarded as almost fatal 
every day this weck, owing to the absence of 
sO many members at Chicago. but the little 
Georgian had counted noses and was prepared 
for the point. Ife soon mustered a quorum 
and the amendment was adopted. 

Judge Stewart took a successful hand im 
opposing a provision of the bill requiring all 
United States district attorneys to send all 
moneys, fees, etc., to Washington, and then 
reccive their salarics from here instead of doing 
as now, viz; deducting their salaries before 
making their returns. Judge Stewart, ina 
neat little three minutes specch, showed the 
disadvantage of the change, and the law was 
left as it is now, which fact speaks for itself fer 
Judge Stewart’s efficieney and watchfulness. 

Senator Sherman made his appearance at 
the capitol early in the forenoon, and for 
nearly an hour was sending and receiving dis- 
patches over the special wire in the secretary’s 
office. 

Senators Allison, Plumb, Blatr and Cockrell 
wore at work in the appropriation committee 
on the legislative bill. The secretary’s offices 
was thronged with anxious watchers of the 
bulletins, but no Senators were present. Mani- 
fold copies of the ballotasit cameover the 
wire were prepared and sent to the senators ia 
their committee rooms. In the main corrider 
of the house the Western Union posted bulle- 
tins, but the space iu front was so limited thagé 
only a few could get there. In the hous» press 
gallery bulletins were posted for the benetit of 
the newspaper men.

The Fatal Fall of a ape a in Nash- 
: ville.

DULLNESS OF TRADE, 


Review of Fluctuations in Prices Daring 
the Last Week. 

New York, June 22.—R. G. Duh & Co’s re- 
view of trade says: - 

The country is awaiting and inaction in trade 
closely resembles midsummer dullness. Anxiet 
about crops has, in a great measure, abated, Fi- 
nancial uncertainties has bnt little present influence, 
Narrowing industrial and commercial demands 
accumulations unemployed at all financial centers. 
Political uncertainty engrosses attention, and there 
is little prospect that it will diminish until the 
ballots have been counted in November. The 
volume of business still continues, which would 
have been calicd large a few years aco, but falis 
more than ten per cent below that of last year. 
Latest reports of exchanges show a decrease of 
eicven per cent in the aggregate in comparison with 
last year and a decrease of seven per cent outside of 
New York, with twenty-three out of thirty-eight 
cities reporting a shrinkage. At St. Louis, Kansas 
City a' d New_Orleans there are gains, but at Phila- 
delphia a decrease of 19 per cent.; at Cincinnati of 
16, at Chicago of 7, at Boston of 6, and at New York 
of 12 per cent, 

The shrinkage in the yolume of business is accom- 
panied by a decline in prices « f commodities gener- 
ally, and the advance in prices of securities. Grain 
goes down and stocks go up with some reason.. 

Vhen crop prospects decidedly improve and fayor- 
able weather of late has changed Northwestern ex- 
pectatious materially. 

Wheat, corn and oats haye each declined about 
344 cents during the past week without heavy 
trading, which would mark a downward tendency 
as mainly speculative in character. 

Lard has fallen fhirty cents per hundred pounds, 
with nochangein hogs. Oil has declined three 
cents, and butter half cent, eggsone cent and coffee 
half acent, but cotton is three sixteent! s stronger, 
the present demand having more influence than 
prospective yield. 

The general average of prices has Ceelined during 
the week about three-quarters of one per cent. 

Reports from interior points are uniformly favera- 
ble in tone, for the prospect is considered cheering, 
though at most points present transactionsare 
in a decreasing volume. 

Money is nowhere in sharp demand, and com- 
plaints of: slowness in collections are much less 
humerous this week. Good cr ps give confidence 
as to the future, even where inactivity is now most 
noticeable. In the more important branches of 
trade no great change is seen. 

Cotton goods are in steady, but in moderate de- 
mand. Print cloths are strong at four cents for 
sixty-fours. Buttransactionin men’s or women’s 
woolen goods are moderate, with prices ruling be- 
low last year’s, where foreign competition is felt. 

The wool market halts because holders offer new 
wools sparingly at present quotations, having faith 
in better prices, after the fear of a change of the 
tariff has passed. 

Itisthought there is some improvement in the 
boot and shoe trade, and the movement is fairly 
good. Just now the iron business has to be consid- 
ered in connecticn with the recent improvement in 
demand for securities. 

The stock market has advanced about £1.25 per 
Share, but with indications that the prevailing 
speculative influences promise only a temporary 
fivanee, More signiticant is the enlarging demand 
for investment securities, and particularly for 
bonds of new and promising roads, and yet this de- 
mand is apt to appear for a time, whenever activity 
cheeks the employment ip trade or industry. 

Rail rates prevailing are low. and tend lower. 
The competition ot water routes is severe, and the 
average iake rate for May is 21-10 cents per bushel, 
the lowest on record, except intone year, while the 
average canal rate, 3 3-10 cents, is the lowest on 
record, end atonetime grain was taken for 23- 
cents, the lowest rate yet known from Buffalo to 
New York. 

The theory that railroad building is to be large 
this year is met by the stubborn fact that sales of 
steel rails to June ist have been only 875,0C0 tous, 
Against 1,614,545. last year to the same date, and 
shipments only 444,149 tons, against 747,181 last 
year. Inereasing anxiety to sell pig iron is noted. 
Bethlehem furnaces have been banked andthe 
Pennsylvania steel works will stop for repairs in 
July, In a word, current prices are 109 many works 
unremunerative,. 

The outgo of gold has never been so large and has 
been more than met by the treasury dishursements 
in the purchase of bonds and otherwise, 
which have exceeded receipts by about $5.000,- 
000 for the week. Nevertheless, foreign 
trade continues in such shape that 
gold must go abroad largely, unless the outward 
movement of securities continues unchecked, In 
three weeks the exports from New York have fallen 
8% per cent below last year’s, while there has been 
an increase here of imports of 6 per cent. Money 
is eyérywhere in eabundant supply, and it will 
doubtless be the policy of the treasury to prevent 
any stringency, but unless business becomes much 
more active little effort to thatend will be needed 
for the next two months, 

Business tailures occurring throughout the coun- 
try during last week number forthe United States 
176, Canada 28, total 204, against 232 last week. The 
Pacific states with forty casualties and Canada with 
twenty-eicht furnish one-third of the total number 
of failures this week.

LANDING AN ARMY IN ENGLAND. 


Some Comparisons Eetween that Undertak- 
ing and Similar Ones in Our Civil War. 


WAsirnaton, June 21.—The dicussion in the 
Britisly Parliament this week upon the possi- 
bility of taking an army of 100,000 men across 
the channel from France and landing itin effec- 
tive condition has axcited some interest among 
agny and navy officers here. It is, in fact, to 
our civil war that we must go back forthe 
latest examples of the transportation of armies 
by water on a large scale. The most prominent 
inetances of such transportation are those of the 
expositions to the Carolinas and to New Or- 
leans, and, above all, the transfer of McClel- 
lan’s army to the peninsula in the spring of 

FU os 

This last was really the only enterprise at all 
comparable with the one under hypothesis in 
theinvasionof England. It undertook to trans- 
fer 121,000 men by water from Washington and 
Alexandria to Fort Monroe, besides 14,000 ani- 
mals, 260 cannon, and a vast quantity of wag- 
ons, pontoons, and quartermasters and com- 
missary steres. For this purpose 400 vessels, 
including steamers and sailing ships, were 
gathered ina few weeks upon the Potomac 
from all parts of the coast where they could be 
procured. The actual movement of the forces 
was one of the most brilliant effected in the 
history of the war department during the four 
years. It was asserted at the time, and the 
claim remained unchallenged, that for speed 
and safety it had no recorded parallel; and in 
face of this eucrmous mass of transportation the 
only losses reported were those of nine barges, 
whose contents were saved, anda few mules. A 
forcign writer at the time declared the move- 
ment to be ‘‘the stride of a giant.”’ 

This, then, is the one exainple in the history 
of the last thirty years which can be compared 
with the hypotiietical movement across the 
channel! discussed in parliament this week. It 
effectually shows that an army greater than the 
one there supposed has been actually transport- 
ed over an equivalent distance. Yet the mo- 
ment the experience of McClellan’s movement 
is examined it is seen to confirm emphatically 
the elements of ditlticulty stated— and not over- 
stated—by Lord George Hamilton in the house 
of commons. A part of the transports had 
previously been collected at Annapolis for the 
Urbana movement, and hence could be the 
more rapidly accumulated at Alexandria: and 
yet, with all the extraordinary energy of the 
war department exercised for four weeks, 
there were not enough of them to take 50,900 
men, with their military belongings, at asingle 
time. The supposition in an invasion of Great 
Britain is that at least 100,000 men must be 
carried and landed together in order to hold 
their own. Heintzelman’s corps began the 
movement, embarking March 17, 1862; Por- 
ter’s followed, on the 22d; by the 2d of April 
there had arrived on the peninsula 58,000 men 
all three arms and 100 guns. The remainder of 
the army followed by divisions, in various in- 
stallments, as fast as transports could be pro- 
cured. This result, the admiration of milita- 
ry and naval critics ever since, is quite a differ- 
ent affair from taking more than 100,000 men 
across the channel from Brest to Hastings, 
leaving there one day and landing the next, as 
described in one of the numerous campaigns 
for the invasion of England invented by inge- 
nius wr.ters of these days. 

Besides, it will be observed that the greater 
part of the course from Alandria to Fort Mon- 
roe was down a river, Which is quite a differ- 
ent affair from the choppy seas of the British 


channel. Butafar more important point, im 


fact the key point to the whole discussion, is 
that the entire voyage was as free from moles- 
tation from confederate cruisers asa voyage 
over the same water today would be; whereas 
the British navy, the largest in the world, is 
not thus to be counted out of the probiem. To 
give an invasion the slightest pessibility of 
success, it would be necessary to suppose an 
extraordinary chain of circumstances, by 
which most of that navy was absent from brit- 
ish waters or had been defeated and almost an- 
nihilated in previous naval combats. It may 
be laid down as highly probabie that for suc- 
cess it would need to be undertaken by an ag- 
grogation of continental powers, rather than 
by one of them, even France or Germany, 23 
now existing. It would also probably have to 
be an event coming after war had been some 
time waged, rather than as its first movement, 
since it is impossible to conccive any snech 
movement one or a seriesof prodigious British 
naval defeats. As to the talk of invading Eng- 
land by surprise, under any circumstances, It 
is preposterous. The accumulation of the army 
necessary for that purpose,the collection of the 
necessary transporis, and the process of ein- 
barking absoluiely could not go on without 
giving England weeks or months of notice. 

It may also be said that while 100,000 men 
are spoken of as the minmui required forsuc- 
cessful invasicn, such a force would have no 
easy job on hand even if safely landed. Napo- 
leon proposed an army of 150,000 men for this 
task, Which he proposed to transport inno iew- 
er thangi,0v0 vessels from Boulogne to the 
English shores. This was more than eighty 
years avo, since which time, of course, we have 
the achievements of steam navigation to count 
on; but since then the British navy and 
population of Gieat Britain have also greatly 
increased.

Poor. 

There are but two thingsin wlich Atlanta 
fails to surpass her sister southern cities. Why 
can’t we have these two things? She needs 
an art gallery and a good hospital for the poor. 
She has lots of religion and numberless places 
of worship; she’s a prohibitionist, and swears 
seldom ; but when it comes to 
charities, she’s behind New Orleans, 
a city set apart for Sunday morning 
cock fights and Sunday evening operas, VP er- 
haps these decidedly too pleasure loving peo- 
ple do penance from their pocket. Pocket re- 
ligion is a mighty good kind though. It means 
self sacrifice and self sacrifice takes more hon- 
est Christian strength than two prayers a day 
inopen meeting, New Orleans is a city of 
money-giving. The beggars on the strects re- 
ceive more than they deserve, and it 
contains more charitable institutions than any 
other southern metropolis. I was struck with 
this fact during the exposition. Whenever I 
inguired what astring of people meant, the 
answer was nearly always “‘An orphan asy- 
lum out for a holiday.’’ 1 never saw so many 
orphans in my life, and they were continually 
having holidays. Onc day the whole 
exposition grounds were pervaded 
by pink calico gowned and_ white 
bonneted little girls overlooked bya Knot of 
sombre sisters here and there, looking like 
bunches of pansics in a rose garden. 

Then there wasthe statue of Margaret to tell 
& beautiful life story. 

Savannah has more charities than people to 
benefit by them. It is a beggars’ restaurant, 
where any pauper can receive the aid suitable 
for his particular indiscrepancy. 

Some charitable ladies were complainining 
one day that their nursery was not patronized. 

“Why,” said they. ‘‘You know we go to the 
poor mothers and beg them tosend their child- 
ren toa place where they will be cared for 
during working hours and half the women fail 
to doit. We need more children. We haven’t 
enough to keep the matron of the place em- 
ployed.” 

Perhaps the terrible yellow fever scourge 
some years ago turned these people to thoughts 
of death and suffering. No place has more 
kindness and charity done by women of wealth 
and high estate. Kverywhere one goes one 
mects gentle-faced women bound upon some 
errand of mercy. The socicty of King’s 
Daughters is largely represented there, and 
the belles of the city are often met on their 
way to the hospitals, with baskets of fruit and 
tlowers in their arins. 

The {Telfair behests have been known and 
Written of all over the country. 

There isa beautiful story connected with 
the Teliair Woman’s Hospital. During the 
life of Miss Mary Telfair the city hosnital was 
the only place for pauper female patients, and 
those who went there had to undergo the hor- 
rible ordeal of medical class lectures in return 
for treatment and board, 

On ons occasion, a poor, but respectable wo- 
man, While undergoing this lecture on the sub- 
ject of her affliction, received some horribly 
coarse And untecling language from the physi- 
cian in charge. Lhe poor creature was coi- 
pletely unstrung, and her mind dwelt upon 
the scene so much that it had a terrible effect, 
and she finaily died, 

This story was told Miss Telfair; Ter cyes 
filled with compassionate tears. She said: 
“Our city shall have a hospital for pure wo- 
nen, where they shall be subjected to nothing 
unpleasant.’ When her will was read vears 
afterward many thousand dollars were left to 
the founding of a hospital where none save 
good women should be admitted, and two sala- 
ried physicians wero to visit the patients: 

Atlanta needs a hospital very much. She 
has plenty of good people ready to heed the 
suffering of the poor; there are many sweet 
young Daughters of the King with hands 
and hearts willing and ready to give 
help and sympathy. All these good 
maids and matrons need is a place to do their 
charity. Ithas been only twenty-tive years 
since Atlanta was burned to the ground, and 
the men who have amassed fortunes since 
then haven’t had time to die and leave money 
tocharitable purposes. Still a few thousand 
dollars from the living hands of our rich men 
would build and endow a hospital. 

We need an art gallery, too, 
that the art league is established, 
it would be especially advantageous to 
have a place where students could find copies 
of the Elgin] marbles and some good paintings 
by the old and modern masters. 

It will all come in time—these good and 
necessary institutions. Sucha place as At- 
lanta cannot be without them many years 
more, M. A. A.

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A FISHY STORY 


Told by an Alleged Federal 
Spy. 
Passing Off far Half a Dozen Men at Once 


Only To Ee Discredited 
at Last. 


When Halleck was besieging Beauregard at 
Corinth, or, rather, daily approaching the con- 
federate lines by a system of defenses, I was in 
the trenches one afternoon when the captain 
of my company sent for me and ordered me to 
report to the colonel. The colonel ordered me 
to report at General Halleck’s headquarters, 
and when I made my appearance the general 
said: 

“You have done some scouting ?” 

"Ves, sir.”’ 

‘Will you go as a spy ?”’ ~ 

“Where to?” 

“Into Corinth. I want information which 

nly aspy can secure. If you come back you 
shall be well rewarded. Ii vou are detected 
you will be hung.” : 

**T will try it.” 

“Very good. Return inan hour and I will 
give you instructions. When can youset out?” 

“By midnight.” 

*That will do.” 

I went away wondering how on earth Gen- 
eral Halleck had ever heard of me, and it was 
a month later before I ascertained the facts. 
One afternoon I was “showing off” to a group 
of soldiers, and the general and his chief engi- 
neer halted on their round of inspection and 
became spectators unknown to me. In my 
— days I could imitate any voice I heard; 

could put my face into almost any shape: I 
could work my ears like a herse,and could 
throw a hat oif my head by working my scalp. 
When I was only twenty-four yerrs old I could 
make my face look like that of a man of seven-

‘Judge Levingfon of Guntown. Started to 
come by rail, but the engine broke down, and 
in trying to get ahead I’ve got lost I reckon.’”’ 

“IT slteuld say you had! You ain’t anywhere 
near the railroad.”’

He wasa kind-hearted, simple-minded young 
man, and had a pass which enab!ed him to 
come and goat pleasure. We had not gone 
above half a mile when I “suddenly discover- 
ed’’ that I had lost the important document 
which would admit’ me into Corinth. He 
stopped his horse while I searched anew, but 
the paper could not be found. 

“And what will they do if I don’t havea 
pass ?’’ I asked. 

‘Take you before some of the generals, and 
they may lock youup.

HOW TO TIME A TRAIN’S SPEED, 
Counting the Clicking Sounds Made by the 
tails a Good Way. 

“We must be going forty miles a hour.’’ 

“Oh. no; not more than thirty,’’ 

“Thirty? nonsense! more like fifty.” 

Something lke this is heard every day on 
railroad trains, especially among parties of 
young people, says a writer in Golden Days. 

Not one person in one hundred who travel 
bas any idea of the speed ofa train. Even a 
arge percentage of the regular trainmen can 
not tell with ay degree of accuracy. 

Engineers use their driving wheel as a 
gauge. They know its circumference, and by 
counting its revolutions within a certain time 
can teil very accurately the speed at which 
they aro running. 

The favorite method of timing a train among 
passengers is to count the telegraph poles. As 


a rule these poles are planted thirty to the 
mile, bet in prairie countries and piaces 
where only a singie wire is used, the number 
diminishes to twenty-five tothe mile, so that 
ruie will not always work. 

The most accurate 
most in use by experienced railroad men, is to 
count the number of rail joints the train 
passes over in twenty seconds. The rails on 
nearly all roads are thirty feet in length, and 
the number passed over in twenty seconds is 
the speed per hour a train is running, 

For instance, if a passenger can count thirty 
clicks cn a rail joint in twenty seconds, the 
train is running at the speed of thirty miles an 
hour. 

Actually this method falls a little short, as 
in the example given above the speed would be

THE WONDERFUL FLEA. 


His Eyes Multiply Objects a Thousand Times 
—Nobody Knows How He Breathes. 

Let us put our flea under the microscope, 
says S. L. Clayes, in the Swiss Cross. It seems 
to be clothed in a sort of armor formed of 
brown, overlapping plates that are 80 exceed- 
ingly tough as to be almost indestructible. Its 
head is small and very thin, and it has a single 
eye upon each side. The eye is black, and the 
rays of light scintillate within it like 
sparks of tire. Pudget managed to look 
through one of these eyes, and he found 
that it diminished objects in size while 
it multiplied them in number, a man appear- 
ing in an army of fairies and the flame of a 
candlé becoming a thousand tiny stars. From 
the shape of its head and for other reasons, 
the flea is supposed to use only one eye at a 
time. The offensive weapon of the flea is 
composed of two palpi, or feelers, two plercers 
and atongue. Whenit feeds it stands erect, 
thrusting this sucker into the flesh, and it 
will eat without intermission until disturbed, 
for it voids as fast as it swallows its food. It 
is interesting to put several in a glass, and 
giving them a piece of raw meat, see them all 
standing on their hind legs to suck up its 
juices. 

Their manner of breathing is still undeter- 
mined, butit is thought most {probable that 
they receive air into their bodies through small 
holes at the end of the palpi. 

The logsof atlea are marvels of strength 
and elasMcity. They are joined to the body by 
long tendons that act like wire springs. In 
making its leap, which, itis said, can cover 
two hundred times itsown length, the flea 
draws the leg up close tothe bedy and then 
throws it out with great force; but the impulse 
proceeds from the first joint alone, the others 
only increasing it by their stretch while the 
leap is being made. 

Fleas are possessed of great strength. 
Mouffet telis of'a mechanic who made a gold 
chain, as long his finger, that a flea dragged 
atter him, and a golden chariot, which he 
drew also. Bingley writes of a watchmaker 
in the Strand who had an ivory, four-wheeled 
chaise, with a coachman on its box, drawn by 
ailca. The same men afterward made a car- 
riage with six horses, a ccachman, four per- 
sons inside, two footmen behind, and a_ pos- 
tilion on one of the horses, all of which was 

rawn by asingle flea. Latriella mentions a 
iea which dragged a silver cannon of twenty- 
four times its own weight, mounted on wheels,

fleas drawing a tiny omnibus; 
air drew a chariot, and that a brass 

cannon was dragged by a single one. 

There are several varieties of fleas, but they 
are so much alike that their differences are 
interesting only to scientific people. The cat 
fiea will do as well as anv to show us the pro- 
cess of breeding. During the spring and sum- 
mer months she simply drops her eggs into the 
fur of the cat; but in the autumn and winter 
she giues each firinly upon a hair. These eggs 
are so simall as to be barely visible to the 
naked eye, but under the microscope they are 
very beautiful, looking like the loveliest pearls, 
and are perfectly transiucent. ‘The tlea deposits 
nearly two hundred atatime, running about and 
dropping them here and there. They secon 
hatch intu small, white, footloss worms, In 
from one to two weeks they go into cocoon. 
Nothing can be prettier than this cocoon. 1 
wish I could show it to you,.but will try to de- 
scribe it. It is like a flask of clear glass, 
tinged at the edges with pearly tints, and dot- 
ted over with gold. The little sleeper within 
lies in a cirele, is rose-colored and looks like 
the delicate petal of a {uwer. In about six 
weeks he reaches maturity. At first he is not 
larger than a mite, but when well fed grows 
quickly in size and strength. 

Fleas are quarrelsome and great fighters. 
When several are confined in a glass they will 
stand on their liind legs, striking at their op- 
ponents with the others, and roll over and 
over each other, losing legs and antenn:, and 
at last giving up their livesin the fight. There 
is a record of a tlea which lived ten days after 
such an encounter with no antenna, three 
plates of his side broken in, one eye gone, 
and with only four legs, and these cut off to 
the first joints. 

Fleas are supposed to feel a great antipathy 
to wormwood and other bitter herbs; and in 
England the country people have a habit of 
placing these about their cottages for the pur- 
pose of banishing the lively little pests.

The proclamation of the party of fraud 
has been posted in the newspapers, and 
while the document is skillfully drawn and 
will serve its purpose asa political platform, 
there are one or two points that deserve 
epecial notice.

Epirors: In behalf of those of us 
who are compelled to travel onthe Fast and West 
railroad of Alabama, running from Cartersville to 
Peel efity, on the Georgia Pacific raitrozc, I beg to 
call the attention ofthe railroad commissioners of 
Georgia and Alabama to the dangerous condition of 
this road, and ask sueh relief as they can afford. 
The road is at present in the bands of a receiver, 
Captain John Postell, who has petitioned the court 
for authority to issue certificates to putthe road in 
order, and make needed repairs and Dettonnents, 
Experts and others living on the line have testified 
in the strongest terms thatthe road is unsafe and 
fatal accidents liable tooecur, that it is unable to 
move the freig ht accumulating on the line by reason 
of insuficient transportation facilities, working a 
great har ishipto shippers.

Day beforo yesterday a warrant for perjury 
Was sworn ont against —— Boyd, Jim McDon- 
ald’s ain Witness in the mother-in-law case. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mr. Walker 
before Jude Horton, in Beilwood, and it prom- 
ises a decidedly interesting addition to the Mc- 
Donald trial.

MRS. PARSONS LOCKED UP. 
The Widow of the Executed Anarchist 
Again Behind the Bars, 
From the Chicago Herald, 

Mrs, Lucy E. Parsons was arrested last even- 
ing and once more was locked behind the bars 
at the Armory police station. It was about 
4:50 o’clock when Mrs. Parsons, accompanied 
by John Schneider, appeared on Clark street, 
near Monroe, in a buggy drawn by a bay horse, 
and bearing on its sides placards reading: ‘Let 
the voice of the people be heard,’ and “My 
silence is more terrible than speech.”’ A dense 
crowd soon gathered, when the word spread 
that Mrs, Parsons was in a buggy, and the 
progress of the vehicle toward -Madison was 
very slow. Mrs. Parsons stood up and began 
seatlcring handbilis, advertising her late hus- 
band’s book on anarchy. At Madison street 
Othcer Flavin appeared on the scene and tock 
Mrs. Parsons and her escort to the 7 swe one sta- 
tion, where they were booked for vfblating the 
ordivance prohibiting the distribution of hand- 
bills on the street. Schneider, who was one of 
Parsons’s intimate friends, and was foremost 
in the plan to keen the editor in hiding, went 
with the officer quietly enough, but when Mrs. 
Parsons was brought before Desk Sergeaut 
Spencer there was a storm. 

‘You blue-coated murderer!”’ she screamed, 
“the souls of my husband and his companions 
will creep from their graves to haunt you, your 
children and your children’s children!’’ 

The infuriated woman was then taken be- 
fore Ulfief Hubbard. and from his office to that 
of Inspector Bonfield. . Here she broke out 
again into a torrent of invective, which was 
only ended when the chief of detectives or- 
dered that she be taken away. Then Mrs. 
Parsons broke down, and said: ‘Before you 
lock me up I wish to tell you that I have two 
sinall children at home.”’ 

‘You should have thought of that before,” 
said Bonfield, and Mrs, Parsons and her escort 
were placed inthe wagon and taken to the 
armory. The offense for which they are ar- 
rested is not a very serious one, and is punish- 
able by a $5 tine. Mrs. Parsons got iio the 
same Kind of a scrape ounce before, and Justice 
Lyon allowed her to go with a suspended fine, 
which she will now probably have to pay.

2cipe, and she isa famous lightbread-baker: Mix 
equal parts of milk and warm water (not boiling), 
then add flour for yeast, then put by the fire or in 
warm sunshine for it to rise; after rising put the 
yeast in flour alt and soda were put in yeast) and 
lard to season: putitin the stove for about an hour 
to rise before you set it to baking, and you will have 
aloafof good bread. Mrs.G.P. Morris, have you 
abandoned the Kingdom entirely? I was truly glad 
to read your interesting Ietter; do come often. 
When the beautiful spring makes its appearance 
what a host of memories it brings with it. We are 
again the merry thoughtless school girls and 
imagine ourselves wandering over the hills, thro’ 
the woodland and down the shady lanes in quest of 
wild flowers, or frolicing across the meadows, now 
and then testing the dalsy oracle. Ah me, those 
Gays were indeed too bright to last. Duty, that 
stern wateh-word, called and girlish ambitions and 
dreams are laid aside with school books, and stern 
reality takes possession of our hearts, and our hands 
take possession of household utensils and—well you 
know what comes after that, 

‘Tis breakfast at six and dishes at seven, 
Tis baking or brewing at nine, 
With sweeping from ten to cleven, 

With scarcely break one fast ere we plan bow to 

dine.”

Mrs. C. G. M., Lee, Ark.: Although I cannot 
claim to be one of the sisters, yet lam a subscriber 
to THE CONSTITUTION and a faithful reader of the 
Women’s Kingdom, and on this plea claim space 
ough togive Mra. Sidney Cook some help about 
her milk yeast lightbread. I think if she will try 
my plan she will not fail even with moderately 
good flour to make good sweet bread. I take a large 
teacup of fresh milk at night, scald and stir in three 
tablespoonsful of corn meal (wet up in a portion of 
the milk); it should not boil or be stiff when made. 
This much must then be putina warm place, un- 
less the weather is very warm, when it will rise 
auywhere, and by morning it wili be light, if kept 
warm enough; and just here I will say there is no 
use to proceed with this kind of yeast if the mush is 
notlight. This then is asure foundation for the 
yeast. Tothisadd (the next morning) flour and 
warm water with a tablespoonful of sugar and half 
a teaspoonful of salt. Keep warnrin the usual way 
and watch closely, as it will. most likely be up be- 
fore you are ready to make your bread. Milk can 
be usedin place of water by adding hot water 
encuzh to warm the milk. I use yery little short- 
ning and make up with warm water, if the yeast 
does not hold out, which it mever does, as I do not 
like too much yeast in bread. The most important 
thing is kueeding. The more you work the dough 
the lighter and finer will be the pores, and to make 
extra nice it shonki be worked back after the first 
rising. This little cup of mush yeast will be leaven 
sufficient for almost any quantity of yeast or bread. 
I hope Mrs. Cook will try my plan and report to 
Woman’s Kingdom if successful. Wil Mrs, Elien 
T. Kice give her recipe for yeast cakes? 

Mrs. A. PD. Wimberly, Hemphill, Ga,: I have 
come, asking admittance into your most Valuable 
Kingdom that I may be@ome acquainted with the 
sisters and. exchange ideas with them occasionally. 
I see one of the sisters in troubte about her milk 
yeast lightbreed and wishes aid. 1 will give her 
my way. I bo!l the milk to one pint. Add each one 
teaspoonful of salt and sugar. 1 putin just enough 
water to kcep from scalding the flour; make a very 
stiff batter and set in a warm place to rise. It 
generally rises by one or twoo’cloek. I then make 
avery soft spqnge mixed with the yeast and 
enovgh water to rinse all the yeast off of the pitcher 
and a little lard. I generally beat the sponge with 
biscuit roller until very soft; this makes it rise faster 
and also makes fine grain. Try this, and ifyou suc- 
ceed please Ietme know. I now wish to return 
thanks to another sister of Waverly, Texas, for a 
piece that she composed and set to music, called 
‘Around the Christmas Tree.” I beard her sing 
and play it at her home in Waverly, an ] thinking 
it so pretty and appropriate, I got herto send it to 
me. I sent it to Lisbon, Fla., for an occasion of the 
same as that in Waverly—a Christmas tree for the 
children. They liked it very much and returned 
thanks for Mrs, Bass’s kindness in sending it. The 
children of Waverly love Mrs, Bassas the ehildren 
of THE Constitution do Aunt Susie, because she is 
always cetting up something to make thenr happy.

One pint of 
fresh sweet milk, place on a hot stove and let it 
come toa boil; add cold water till luke warm; stir 
in fiour to make thin batter; add nothing else, Ita 
fair day place in the sun, as we are apt to let it get 
too hot or cold when kept by the fire: atin bucket 
with cover is best to use torisein. If made by 6a. 
m., it willrise by 2p.m. Sift and warm as much 
flour as you want to use, add one tablespoonful of 
lard or butter; mix and put to rise at once. I never 
fail with this recipe if the yeast don’t get too cool. 
Iam so thankful that the little cousins are talking 
ofhelping little Mildred Ford, I have sent him 
some books and papers.. I hope they will send him 
enough to get a roller chair and plenty of medicine.

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PHILADELPM1A,—Dear Children: You will | 
doubtless be surprised when you sce where my 
letter is from; but you remember in my last 
Iiold you I thought of leaving home fora 
little trip, but would not tell you where I was 
going for fear I would not get off: but I did, 
and here I am in the beautiful Quaker city for 
a few days, and as I promised to tel! you all I 
expected to see on thistrip, I will write you 3a 
letter from each place I stop, so you may make 
room for me now (as I always see a‘great deal 
when I go from home) and will have a great 
deal to tell. Philadelphia is the second city 
of the United States in wealth and population. 
It issituated on the Delaware river at the 
junction formed by the Schuylkill, whose 
banks it covers. You all know who William 
Penn was; well, this city was planned under 
his authority in 1628. Large additions have 
been made to the original plat until in extent 
it exceeds not only any city in America but in 
Europe, not excepting London. Think of a 
city that is twenty-three miles from north to 
south and five anda half wide. Iwon’t weary 
you by telling you how many miles of street 
aud street railways there are, but will describe 
some of the points of interest. Philadelphia is 
called the “City of Homes,” that is because so 
many people own their homes. People do not 
livein crowded tenements like they doin 
other cities, but small neat houses are put up 
at such moderate prices that even poor people 
who are industrious can soon pay for a home. 
There are 463 public schools, and the daily at- 
tendance at these schools is one hundred and 
three thousand seven hundred and two pupils. 
There are beautiful parks all over the city, 
filled with the handsomest flowers and trees, 
with fountains to keep them cool; they are 
always filed with children, who look so happy 
as they roll their hoops, or ride on their veloci- 
pedes, or play with their dolls. They go in the 
parks to enjoy the shade of the trees and get 
the fresh air. The most beautiful place in 
Philadelphia is Fairmount park; it contains 
one hundred and eighty or more acres. It is 
laid off in walks and drives; one called the 
river drive is along the banks of the Schuyl- 
kill river for miles, and on each side of the 
river this beautiful park extends. You cross 
over a handsome bridge and enter the grounds 
where the Cdntennial exposition was held in 
1876. The buildings are still standing. and the 
city has bought the grounds and buildings and 
they now belong to Fairmount park, which 
was formerly only one side of the river. In 
the east end of the park is the resayoir and 
waterworks, from which the city is supplied 
with the purest and best of water. On the 

iver drive are numerous boat houses, built by 
different clubs who own them and keep their 
boats; the houses are built of stone and the 
grounds in front planted in tiowers of every 
kind, beds of bright tulips, roses and gerani- 
ums, and you cannot imagine how beautiful it 
allis. On one side of you the park filled with 
people, riding, walking or sitting enjoying the 
evening talking with friends; on the other 
side the river, clear, placid and silvery in the 
sunlight, with boats of every description dart- 
ing here and there; in one we saw eight oars- 
men dressed in white and red, and along side 
another, with their men in blue and white; 
they were racing and it was a beautiful sight. 
Each boat has a small flag to denote its colors. 
Other boats, some large, with @ gay party of 
ladies and gentlemen, or small, with only one 
lady and her escort, (and there were many of 
this kind and they all seemed to be having a 
nice time) indeed the river was full of boats. 
I must not leave the park until I tell you that 
after leaving the river drive you enter the 
most celebrated drive for natural scenery in 
America; the road for ten miles or more runs 
along the banks of a small stfeam (one of the 
outlets of the Schuylkill called the ‘Wise- 
hicken.”’ Icould not hope to give you any 
idea of tho beauty of this drive; on one side 
there are mountains and rocks reaching far 
above; in some places the stream is very nar- 
row and you see the large trees on either bank 
meeting and mingling their branches together, 
then suddenly it widens, and asthe bright 
rays of the setting sun find their way through 
the opening boughs the reflection upon the 
water gives it the appearance of a golden 
river. In alittle while you again enter into 
deep shade, so dense that scarcely a ray of 
lightcan penetrate, and you are ina lovely 
glade—just such a place to imagine faries 
dwell—dceep shady dells, carpeted with moss 
and the wild flowers peeping from beneath 
rocks and banks. You feel as if surely a fairy 
queen will suddenly appear with all her loving 
subjects upon such a charming scene; soon 
however your thoughts are recalled from fairy 
land, for you look and you are coming again 
where mortals dwell, for just across the road 
is a house and a sign which reads “‘catfish and 
wafties,”’ and just driving up isa tally-ho 
coach filled with a gay party that are going to 
stop and eat ‘‘catfish and. waffles.” These 
stopping places are all along this beautiful 
drive and parties come out and have picnics 
and get ice cream and refreshments at these 
houses; but I cannot tell you anything that 
would give youan idea of the lovely Wise- 
hicken, so must hurry and tell you of some of 
the places I visited. First, we went to the 
zoological garden, the finest in this country. 
The grounds are beautifully laid off in flower 
beds; you will see what is called a ribbon bed, 
flowers planted in rows close together, a row 
of white flowers, then blue, yellow, red, etc., 
’till they look like long strips of gay colored 
ribbon ; beds of flowers in the shape of a scroll, 
or ashield, and even werds are formed of 
white flowers in a red or green bed. In large 
houses are kept animals of every descrip- 
tion—lions, tigers, hyenas and al! other kinds. 
Houses filled with monkeys alone, houses with 
birds, and then out of door enclosures for the 
larger animals—elephants, camels, etc. On 
the out side of the house where the hens and 
other animals are kept, are large cages with 
gratings in front where the animals come ont 
on good days to enjoy the sunshine. There is 
a door that opens from their cage in the house, 
and when the keeper wants them to go out he 
opens this door and makes them go through. 
It looked asif each one had a front piazza to 
his house. and there wero the old fellows on 
their piazza enjoying the sunshine. I said 
when I began this letter I would give you one 
from each city, but I see now I won't finish 
Philadelphia in this letter, for it is too long 
now, so 1 must finish in another letter.

Meeting Last Night at DeGive’s 
Opera House. 


A Good Crowd—Speeches by Mossrs. Spald- 
ing, Womack and Grady—Delegates 
Selecied to the Convention. 


The meeting of the Young Mcn‘s Democratic 
league at DeGive’s —s house last night was 


well attended. 

On the stage were seated President W. T. 
Turnball of the league, Hon. Jack J. Spal- 
ding. Hon. Emmett Womack, and Messrs, 
W.A. Haygood, Jobn 8S. Candler, William 
Hill, James Mayson, James O'Neil, Morris 
Brandon, Charles Norther, Thomas Corrigan 
and others. 

Aftera few inspiring tunes by the band, 
President W. T. Turnmbul advanced to the 
footlights and made some brief introductory 
rewarks. 

* Mr. Turnball remarked that the American 
republic owed more debts to the democratic 
party than it willever be able to pay. One 
of the biggest debts was owed to ‘leveland, 
who arose in his m ght and hurled the re yubli- 
eran 4 from power. Hethen handled the 

ublican party without gloves: It had 

idden into power, he said, on a sentiment, 
aoa held its grip on power ‘by a prejudice. It 
was a party of ene noble deed anda million 
crimes. It was the object of the Young Men's 
Democratic jeagne to aid in transmitting the 
untarnishked principles of the democratic party 
to future generations by helping to keep the 
ry party out cf power. 

ir. Turnbull then stated that the league had 
assembled to ratify the nomination of Cleve- 
land and Thurman. 

“We had hoped,’’ he continued, “to have 
with us content that gifted Kentuc kian, Lion. 
James McKenzie. We have looked for him. 
He promised to come. He is nothere. We 
don’t know why he did not come. We can’t 
understand it. When I view the size of this 
audienees, however, I am just a little glad that 
he did not putin an appearance. Hon. John 
Tt. Graves, of Rome, also promised to come. 
He is not hear. Hon. Fleming du Bignon, of 
Savannah, promised tocome. A telegram was 
received from him today stating that he was 
detained by private business in Savannah.’ 

Mr. Morris Brandon, the secretary, then 
read letters of regret from Senators Brown 
and Colquitt. The. were printed in Tur 
CONSTITUTION yesterday. A letter was read 
from Mr. F..H. Richardson, of the Macon Tel- 
egraph, stating that a “contlicting engage- 
ment”’ prevented him from coming. A letter 
was read from Hon, Hoke Smith expressing 
regret that ‘‘a week of hard work in a hot 
courthouse had unfitted him for a public 
speech.” 

President Turnbull then introduced Hon. 
Jack ‘J. Spalding, who made an excellent 
speech. 

It is the first time that he has had the pleas 
ure of thanking the people for sending him as 
a delegate to the St. Louis convention. In his 
humble w way he had aided in bringing out the 
erand ticket which that convention had placed 
before the country. He found all the dele- 
gates one way at St. Louis. Every true demo- 
crat knew that Cleveland would be the nomi- 
nee and wished that Cleveland would be the 
nominee. 

He described the tremendous enthusiasm of 
the convention over the nomination of Cleve- 
land and reviewed the action of the convention 
interestingly. 

He praised Thurman to the skies, and as he 
did so pulled a red bandana from his 
pocket and waved it, all of which brought 
down the house. 

He predicted that Cleveland and Thurman 
would sweep the country. Their record was 

simply unassailable. 

He believed that they would carry two or 
three western states.
